To the School Committee of the City of Bosten: 


In compliance with the Rules of the Scheol Committee, I submit here- 
with the budget for the elghteen month year, January 1, 1973 to June 30, 
1974, to provide for General School Purposes and the appropriations for 
the Department of Planning end Engineering which provide for the cost of 
alteration and repair of schcol buildings. 


The sppropriating power of the School Comaittee is Limited by 
Chapter 786 of the Acts of 1963 (see page ii). 


For the eighteen month year 1973-4, Chapter 785 of the Acts of 1963 
has the following effect: 


(a) The own of $4,733,185, plue any unexpended 
eppropriation balances in this category, may 
be appropriated for the alteration and repair 
ef school buildings. 


The becis fer the appropriating power fer 1973-4 
under (a) above is $1,577,728,500, representing 
the average of the assessors’ valuationa for the 
three preceding years, euch valuations being re- 
duced by abatements granted up to Decexber 31, 
i$72 exclusive of the valuations and abatements 
of motor vahicias. 


{b) The sum of $101,129,055, cuppleeented by smounts 
pessed by the City Cownedl upen recomacadatios 
of the Mayor, may be apprepriated for general 
echosl purpeses.

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Chaptar 786 of the Acts of 1963 now in effect provides as follows: 


Section i, The School Committea of tne City of Boston may each year, 
by vote of four-fifths of all its wezbers, taken by yeae and nays, make appro- 
priations to be raised by taxstion as follova: 


(a) For the alteration and repair of school buildings 
and for furniture, fixtures, and means of escape 
in case of fire, and for fire protection of exist- 
ing buildings, and for improving existing school 
yards, a sua which shall not exceed three dollars 
on each one thousand dollars of the average of the 
assessors’ valuations for the three preceding years, 
such valuations being reduced by abatements granted 
up to December thirty-first of the preceding year; 
and 


(b) For all cther school purposes, a eum which shall 
mot exceed the emount certified by the City Avdttor 
of the City of Eosten under section two B as avail- 
able for epprepriaticon usder this cleuse in such 
year. 


Section 23. SBefora the First Mevday in March in each year, the 
City Auditor of the City of Eosateon shell deutcrmine:-(1) the amount of money 
estimated by the Schcol Committes to be given, and the income to be collect=- 
ed, for scheol purposes in euch year, (11) the total amount appropriated in 
the precediag year by the School Committes under, or for the purposes of, 
clause (c) of section ene from taxes, estimated income and unexpended 
balences, (111) the enount eppropristcd in the preceding year for the 
purposes of gaid clause (c) by the City Cowneil with the approval of the 
Mayer, (iv) the total amount eppropriated in the preceding year under, or 
fer the purpeses cf, said cleuse (2) renoinisg unexpended at the end of 
such year, end (v) the amovat which is twice the total expended during the 
last four months of the preceding ycoar for salary increases effective on 
September first of such year. Not later than the first Monday of March 
in each yaar, said City Auditer shall certify to the School Committee as 
the auount available for appropriation by tha School Committee in such 
year under clause (c) ef section one the emount by which the aggregate of 
the smounts determined under clauses (11), (211) end (v) of this section 
exceed the aggregate of the amounts determined under clauses (4) and (iv) 
of this secticn. 


Nothing in thie section shall prevent the Mayor, on request of 
the School Cousittee, from recommending and the City Council from passing 
additional appropriations for scheol purposes.
